TUTICORIN PORT TRUST (ALLOTMENT OF 
RESIDENCES) AMENDMENT REGULA¬ 
TIONS, 1985. 

(No. S-6I18I84-CDN) 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), 
the Board of Trustees of the Port of Tuticorin hereby 
makles, subject to the approval of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment under Section 124 of the said Act, the fol¬ 
lowing Regulations to amend the Tuticorin Port 
Trust (Allotment of Residences) Regulations, 1979 
(Published as GSR 103 (E) of the Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary, dated the 1st March, 1979, namely :—/ 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Tuti¬ 
corin Port Trust (Allotment of Residences) Amend¬ 
ment Regulations, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of pub¬ 
lication of the approval of the Central Government 
in the Official Gazette. 

2. In Regulation 3 of the Tuticorin Port Trust (Al¬ 
lotment of Residences) Regulations, 1979 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the Principal Regulations),— 

(1) After clause (b), the following shall be insert¬ 
ed, namely :— 

“(bb) ‘Board’ means the Board of Trustees of 
the Port of Tuticorin” ; 

(2) For the Third Proviso to clause (i), the follow¬ 
ing shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Provided also that where the priority date of two 
or more employees is the same, seniority among them 
shall be determined— 

i 

(i) by the amount of emoluments drawn by each 
such employee, the employee in receipt of "higher 
emoluments taking precedence over the employee in 
receipt of lower emoluments ; 

(ii) where the emoluments are equal, by the length 
of service under the Board ; 


(iii) where the emoluments and also the length of 
service under the Board are equal, on the basis of 
seniority in age according to the date of birth of the 
employees; and 

(iv) where the emoluments, length of services un¬ 
der the Board and also the age are equal, then the 
Chairman shall decide the seniority keeping in view 
the personal circumstances of the individual emplo¬ 
yes, e.g. size of the family and other circumstances 
germane to the issue; and 

(v) if a decision on the above basis is not possible 
the allotment of accommodation shall he decided by 
drawing lots”. 

3. For clause (j) of tbe Principal Regulations the 
following shall be substituted, namely .— 

“(j) 'rent' means the sum of money payable 
monthly as determined by the Chairman or 
the Board wfith the approval of the Central 
Government in respect of a residence allot¬ 
ted under these Regulations”. 

4. For Regulation 6 of the Principal Regulations, 
the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“6. Classification of Residence : Save as other¬ 
wise provided in these Regulations, an em¬ 
ployee shall be eligible for being allotted a. 
residence of the type appropriate to his 
emoluments and duties as fixd by tbe Board 
from time to time with the approval of the 
Central Government. 

5. For Regulation 7 of the Principal Regulations 
the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“7. Recovery of Rent.—The recovery of rent 
for the type of residence allotted under Re¬ 
gulation 6 or the type of residence allotted to 
an employee of the Board at his own re¬ 
quest, which exceeds that which is appro¬ 
priate to the duties of the post held by him, 
shall be in accordance with the orders of 
the Board issued from time to time with 
the approval of the Central Government.” 

6. For Regulation 12 of the Principal Regulations 
the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“12. Non-acceptance of allotment or offer of 
allotment or failure to occupy the allotted 
residence after acceptance :— 

(i) If an employee fails to accept the allotment 
within five days or, fails to take possession 
of the residence after acceptance within 
eight days from the date of receipt of the 
letter of allotment, he shall not be eligible 
for another allotment for a period of" one 
year from the date of allotment letter. 

(ii) If an employee occupying a lower type of re¬ 

sidence is allotted or offered a residence of 
the type for which he is eligible under re¬ 
gulation 6, he may, on refusal of the said 
allotment or offer of allotment, be permit¬ 
ted to continue in the previously allotted 
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the rent payable in respect of the resi¬ 
dence already in his occupation which¬ 
ever is higher”.
